This throws cor- 
respondence three and four days late respective- 
ly, which is a serious matter when all _corres- 
pondence can only be answered three days after 
arrival. The importance of the Edmonton mail 
is such as to warrant the placing of an Edmon- 
ton mail bag onthe main line train so that if 
the trains made connections the mail would also.

A. H. MartIx, taxidermist. has mounted a 
og or Arctic partridge, which was 

rought from Whitefish lake. The bird is of 
the same size andjbuild as an ordinary partridge, 
but the feathers are pure white, except a part 
of thetail feathers, the points of which are 
black. He has also a large eagle received from 
Beaver lake, the property of C. D. T. Becher. 
The eagle is mounted with wings outspread. 
He has also a very large and handsome horned 
owl, the property of S. Larue. Also the head 
of a black tailed deer, with splendid antlers, the 
ens of Mr. Shaw of Walker’s flat. Mr. 
Martin, who has ataste for natural history, 
says that he is astonished at the varieties of 
winter birds found in this region, such he would 
not expect to see nearly so far north. Last 
week apair of wax wings and a gross beak 
were brought to be mounted. Both are sing- 
ing birds and were very fat. The wax wing 
isof asort of drabcolor, witha tuft on the 
head. There isa little yellow on the wings, 
but the pecularity of the bird is that when the 
wings are spread out three blood red tips show 
about the middle of each. The gross beak is 
of yellow and black,a little larger than a canary, 
and derives its name from its very large stumpy 


D. MacraE came down from the Big Arch 
coal seam some seyenty miles up the river this 
week bringing a small smple of the coal with 
him. This coal is much harder and closer grain- 
ed than the Edmonton coal and has not the 
same tendency to check on exposure to the 
weather, although apparently it is put together 
in smaller sections than the Edmonton coal. 
Mr. Macrae describes the arch as being situat- 
ed onthe south side of the Saskatchewan at 
the foot of a cut bank. From foot to foot of 
the arch at the water's edge is about 300 feet 
and the centre or keystone is about ten feet 
above the water. Three large seams of coal oné 
above the other showing in the face of the clay 
bank in the shape mentioned give the appear- 
ance of anarch. Each seam is about 16 feet 
thick and about two feet of clay __ lies 
between each two seains. The coal is black, 
bright and hard right on the surface, apparent- 
ly being very little affected by the action of the 
weather. This is not by any means, however, 
the greatest showing of coalon the river. A 
seam a few miles further up is between sixty 
and eighty feet thick. Mr. Macrae says that a 
number of the coal seams on the river are on 
fire, one being at the Stony Rapids, about 40 
miles up the river, three in the vicinity of the 
Big Arch and one some distance above. One 
of the fires near the big arch gives out nogmoke 
and only a little steam, which smells strongly 
not of burning coal but of burning pitch.

THE EDMONTON DISTRICT. 


A party of Michigan delegates who visited 
Edmonton last summer have published a letter 
in the Free Press giving their impressions of 
their trip. The following isthe part relating 
to the Edmonton district: 

On Monday, August the 2nd, we took the 
Edmonton & Calgary railroad for Edmonton. 
We found the appearance of the country im- 
proved as we travelled north; 50 miles from 
Calgary all the growth commenced to be very 
luxurious, the grzss being especially good. We 
found that many settlers were already in the 
country, and every station filled with anxious 
land hunters. At Edmonton and points south 
and east of it settlers can procure at the stores 
all requirements at a fair price. There are two 
coal mines at Edmonton. Coal is sold at 
$2.40 or $2.75 per ton delivered. Gold is 
being procured by many placer miners on the 
sand bars of the North Saskatchewan. We 
were informed that each man averaged from 
$2 to $3 per_day. They are testing for oil 
west of Edmonton, with fair prospects of suc- 
cess. The game through the country is very 
plentiful. We saw a great many flocks of 
prairie? chickens, ducks and geese, and in our 
opinion itis the sportsman’s paradise. The 
shooting season for prairie chicken commences 
on August 15, avd ducks, geese, etc., on Sep- 
tember Ist. It would be difficult to conceive 
more favorable conditions for settlement than 
are to be met with in the country we traversed. 
Good soil, water and timber, hay and coal, 
easily and cheaply mined on the Saskatchewan 
river. Itseems to crop out everywhere. The 
opinion of the delegates as regards the oppor- 
tunities of the Northwest for settlement would 
be thus: That whilst the entire country seems 
well adapted for stock raising, the district 
around Edmonton, so far as we saw, was beyond 
our expectation suitable for mixed farming. 
Wheat was especially good,also oats and barley, 
and aseastern farmers we wonld say of the 
timothy grass, it was as fine as can be produced 
in any country and we believe it can be raised 
with profit to the farmer as the country becomes 
more improved by settlers, from our observa- 
tion. In going east about thirty-six or forty 
milés vegetation was growing nicely and look- 
ing well; in our opinion it is to be the future 
country of the Northwest. We can say from 
evidence within our knowledge that any man 
who will endeavor to make a home can do so 
in this district. It certainly has the bestdepth 
of soil. In this countrr hay is abundant and 
all kinds of the small wild fruits such as 
strawberries, gooseberries, wild currants and 
wild blackberries abound. 

The Edmonton district surpassed our expec- 
tations, we found a country that is well adapt- 
ed for mixed farming, with an inexhaustible 
black loamy soii, well watered and well tim- 
bered. The conditions in that respect would 
compare favorably to the state of Illinois; 
wheat, oats, barley and hay will grow in abund- 
ance. We saw timothy and potatoos as good 
asever wesaw inthe east, and we see no 

reason Why any person in the east who is 
burdened with taxes and interest should not 
goat once and make a home in the beautiful 
Northwest if he can. There he has a good 
healthy climate, no taxes to speak of,good land, 
no mortgages, no interest, and where witha 
little energy and perseverance, he could make 
himself a comfortable and happy home. 

The soil is from one and one-half to three feet 
deep, arich black loam similar to the soil of 
Michigan river flats only heavier, and rests 
upon a clay subsoil which is in itself most black 
and rich. The climate is mild, many farmers 
telling us that horses get a good living running 
out all winter, and that last season there was 
very little or no sleighing there being no snow. 
It wasthe samethe winter before and we 
believe is generally so. The crops of wheat 
were fine and stand very even about as high as 
the fence tops, about four anda_ half to five 
feet, and indicating a yield of 25 to 30 bushels 
per acre. They will be ready to harvest about 
August 20. Oats were heavy and good; we 
would think them good for 60 to 70 bushels and 
we were told of exceptional yields of 100 
bushels per acre. Barley, the largest we ever 
saw, and much largerand more plentiful than 
isever raised in any part of Michigan. Potatoes 
and a variety of garden vegetables are 
grown most successfully, there being no po- 
tato bugs, cabbage worms or any vegetable or 
grain pest.

When about nine miles out, the relief 
train became stalled and the conductor offered 
$5 to any person who would go back to Swift 
Current with the information. It was bitterly 
cold, themometer registering over forty degrces 
below zero, notwithstanding this, poor Warde 
offered to go, and set out never to reach the 
town alive. He had covered eight miles of the 
distance and was within one mile of the station 
when he came completely exhausted and sank 
to the ground. An Indian saw him fall and 
went to his assistance, but could not help him 
as Warde was completely worn out and could 
hardly stiralimb. The Indian at once set out 
for the station on a run and an engine was sent 
back immediately, but before it reached the 
place where the poor fellow lay, life was ex- 
tinct.
